L. Hirst, unit head of gssollne
mileage enforcement, sald today.

Squads working. \mdet Hirst

 Wwill make audits of service sta-

tions | throughout the district,
taking samples of tanks wherc
evidence hints ‘that non-premium
gasoline may have beén diverted
to premium tanks and sold at
the top price, Hirst said.
Agents of both the State and
county bureaus of weights and
measures . will cooperate with
OPA investigators in determin-
ing if the stations’ gallonage in-
ventories check with thelr
records, according to Hirst.
OPA mileage rationing repre-
sentatives = throughout .the na.
tion, and particularly in this
area, have been informed by
many motorists that they be-
lieved they were often paying
for premium gasoline and get-
ting, instead, lower grade fuel,

.OPA officers said.

Where laboratory tests show
so-called “premium” gasoline to
be below the required 75-octane
minimum injunctions will be
sought against the service sta-
tion operators, Hirst said, add-
ing “this check, we believe, will
bring-viélators*into-line-and-go
a long way toward insuring pro-
tection' for the country’s motor-
ists.” .

Boat Owners
May Get More

Gas Coupons

Many boat owners are eligible
to apply for increased gasoline
rations.

Owners of both inboard and
outboard. - motor boats will be
granted increases up to 50 per
cent where their crafts are used
for personal purposes, with
larger increases being granted
where boats are used to conduct
fishing parties. Inboards, form-
erly limited to 24 gallons a
quarter, will be granted up.to
36 gallons for the same period
and outboards, formerly eligible
for 10 gallons per quarter, may

“recelve a maximum of 15 gallons

for a_ three-month period,

Boat owners who use their
boats for conducting pleasure or
hunting parties will also receive
larger allotments—restoring the
maximum limits in effect before
Qctober 1, 1944 of 125 gallons
quarterly for inboards and 20
gallons quarterly for outboards,
subject to horsepower limita-
tions. e

Adoption of World Charter Will Be
Theme of National Newspaper Week

Overwhelming ratification of
the San Francisco UNCIO World
Charter Saturday night by the
United States Senate was pro-
nounced history’s greatest proof
of the efficacy of full and com-
plete_news coverage of interna-
tional affairs, by John B Long,
General Manager of the Califor-
nia Newspaper Publishers Asso-
ciation.

“From it,” said Long, “we
shall mold the theme of the
sixth annual observance of Na-
tional Newspaper Week October
1-8: A Frege Press-—Torch of
World Peace.”

Long-is--chairman -of -National
Newspaper Week this year with
the following supporting - com-
mitteemen: Cranston Williams,
American Newspaper Publishers
Association; - Doyle L. Buckles,
Alabama Press Association; Ver-
non T. Sanford, Oklahoma Press
Association; Frank B. Hutchin-
son, New Jersey Press Associa-
tion; and Walter C. Johnson,
Southern Newspaper Publishers
Association.

Never before in the history of
the world has any' international
gathering been accorded the full
and complete news coverage as
was the UNCIO at'San Francis-
co, Long pointed out even to the
accrediting by the State Depart-
ment of weekly newspapers.
Never before were the peoples
of the world kept abreast of
progress so promptly; and never
before has the Senate ofi ‘the
United States bowed to the ex-
pressed majority of public opin-
ion as moulded by the flood of
factual reporting as in this case,
he declared. .

The exact antithesis, Long de-
clared, is the news blackout of
the Potsdam Conference of the
Big Three, as a result of which
conflicting rumors sprang up
like mushrooms. :

In adopting the theme for Na-
tional Newspaper Week, the
Committee yielded to the senti-
ment of resolutions adopted in
recent months by Congress and
by the Legislatures of various
states, including California, urg-
ing free interchange of news as
part of thé peace agreements.

All tire dedlers must take
inventory of their stock of

Grade No, I and Grade II tires

and tire certificates on hand as| ¢

of June 30 and file such infor-
mation with the OPA, Frank
Ryan, OPA district tire ration-
ing representative, reminded to-
day.,
Ryan-said-that-all-tire dealers
were mailed inventory forms
some time ago and warned that
the deadline for turning them in-
to the OPA was set for July 10.
Dealers who have not complied
with this regulation may not
legally transfer rationed tires
after that date, he said.
